An important conference lias 
been held this week at the School 
of Agriculture here, dealing witji 
the control and eradication of 
weeds in this province, and partic¬ 
ularly in the irrigated sections of 
Southern Alberta. The duties and 
responsibilities of municipalities* 
towns and villages, weed inspect¬ 
ors and farmers have been thor¬ 
oughly discussed. In this connec¬ 
tion, however, it is timely to point 
out that the weed inspector will 
have very little occasion for spend¬ 
ing time and energy in well kept 
sugar beet fields. This crop ab¬ 
solutely demands and requires 
that it is kept free from weeds, 
and as a cleaning crop for weeds 
it has no equal. 

I ho farmer must make his choice 
between weeds and beets in the 
fields which have been planted to 
beets very early in the season. Tt 
is generally recommended that 
where land is exceptionally foul, 
the first crop of weeds he ally wed 
to germinate and then he killed 
before planting of beets, with the 
use of proper tools, before they 
have an opportunity to rob the 
soil of its moisture. 

After beets have been planted, 
however, the earlier the weeds are 
eliminated from fields, the greater 
the probable tonnage of beets will 
be. It is now the common practice 
of the more successful beet farmers 
to cultivate two or three times, 
before beets are thinned. These 
early cultivations are made shal¬ 
low for the purpose of cultivating 
between the rows so that thiniit* 
can do their work and leave the 
field in a satisfactory condition. 
Very soon after beets have been 
thinned, the cultivator should he 
used again, bringing the dirt back 
again to the beets without cover¬ 
ing them. 

In fact the watchword for all 
beet farming for the next thirty 
days is “cultivate”. 

rids not only pulverizes the 
soil, aerates it, and helps the beets, 
but it also destroys the weeds 
which is a very important item. 
Beet fields should he kept clean 
during the entire season, because 
weeds take moisture out of the 
ground, as well as plant food. 
These weeds incourage the devel¬ 
opment of all insect pests, especially 
cut worms and web worms, so that 
they should bo destroyed not only 
in the beet fields, but along the 
margin of the fields and every¬ 
where on the farms. 

Cultivation should he commenc¬ 
ed just as soon as the soil is dry 
enough to pulverize, so that it will 
hold the moisture and encourage 
a rupid growth of the young 
plants. It should bo continued at 
short intervals until beet leaves 
get so large that culthution will 
damage the plants badly. Culti¬ 
vation and irrigation are two of 
of the moNt important things con¬ 
nected with beet culture, and 
growing beets should never he al¬ 
lowed to suffer for the lack of 
either. The ideal is to keep beets 
growing rapidly in a moist well 
pulverized soil until harvest. This 
can he accomplished in our district 
by sufficient and timely cultiva¬ 
tion.

British Ambassador at Washington, in a recent 
address said: "If it tan be proved to a man that if his country goes to war 
for any issue short of its absolute liberty of action at home, and in defence 
oi ittHi liberty, lie will in future stand a very good chance of being bombed 
in his home; if we can show him that even though liis country may be vic¬ 
torious, he will certainly have his taxes increased by 200, 300, 100 or 5uO per 
cent.; if we can make it • lear to him that for the sake of some issue to which 
he- is probably an entire stranger he risks having to give up that new Ford 
next month, or. even worse, that he may very probably be thrown out of 
work, as has been the fate of millions in Europe after the last war; then 
perhaps he may find war less pleasingly dramatic and may bestir himself to 
see that as a means of settling disputes between nations, it is better aban¬ 
doned. So far as statecraft is concerned, the fear of war is the beginning 
of wisdom."

OCEAN STEAMSHIP SERVICE 

White Star Line Paying Partic¬ 
ular Attention To the 
Canadian Trade 

The importance of the Canadian 
route was n point strongly empha¬ 
sized by Lord Kylsant at the annual 
meeting of the White Star Lino held 
In I^ondon, Eng., on May 16th, ac¬ 
cording to cable despatches to the 
White Star Line in Montreal. 

Lord Kylsant, chuirman of the 
Board of Directors, and an outstand¬ 
ing figure in world shipping, recalled 
the days of 1871, when the S.S. 
Oceanic inaugurated the White Star 
Line Steamship Service across, the 
Atlantic, and from that date he 
traced, by progressive steps, the de¬ 
velopment of the company. 

The shareholders of the company 
now number about 15,000, he said, 
“and after providing for the depre¬ 
ciation of the fleet, and paying the 
dividend on the preference shares, we 
recommend a dividend of six per cent, 
on ordinary shares and the balance 
carried forward. 

"There was," he said, " a slight in¬ 
crease in the number of passengers 
travelling to and from the United 
States of which we secured a fair 
share,” and from this point he went 
on to state that “wo have, for some 
time past, been giving our most seri¬ 
ous consideration to the important 
question of the construction of a new 
express mail vessel so that we may 
continue to maintain the position and 
traditions of the White Star Lino in 
the North Atlantic trade. 

Lord Kylsant announced that the 
company has under construction at 
Belfast a “passenger motor vessel of 
over 26,000 tons which we expect to 
put into commission in the 1'all of 
1929. She will be not only the largest 
passenger ship engaged in the New 
York-Liverpool trade, but also the 
first motor passenger vessel to be 
placed in that service.

Parachute Lands Plane Safely 

Invention Of California Man Proves 
Feasible In Test 

A small biplane has been landed 
safely from 2,000 feet by means of a 
huge parachute, without injury to its 
pilot or damage to the plane. The ex¬ 
periment, performed privately at Tra- i 
cey, Cal., was designed to prove the 
pos ibility of using a parachute foi 
disabled planes to m ure safety of 
passengers. A Jenny biplane, piloted , 
by E. J. McKeown, was used in the 
test. . 

The plane dropped about 2.000 feet 
with its motor idle, when the huge 
parachute, more than 100 feet in dia¬ 
meter. opened out. McKeown stayed | 
with the ship as its speed rapidly 
slackened. He said he felt only a 
slight jar when the plane landed and 
the folds of the parachute enveloped 
him. The biplane was not duniagtd 
except for a minor bend in the tail 
skid.

Ottawa. Parliament will address 
itself next session to the amending 
of the Dominions Elections Act if the 
report of the committee on privileges 
and elections is adopted by the House 
of Commons. 

The committee, under the chair¬ 
manship of J. J. Denis, Liberal, 
Joliet, considered their report, the 
fruit of several weeks of investiga¬ 
tion into tlie Athabasca elections of 
1925, where an inquiry by Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Clarke, of Edmonton, established 
that corrupt and illegal practices had 
taken pluce. 

The committee will recommend to 
the House that since the report of 
Mr. Justice Clarke discloses that tho 
cause of the corrupt practices in 
Athabasca was due to the purtizan- 
ship, ignorance and incompetency of 
certain election officials, the auditor- 
general should submit to the Depart¬ 


ment of Justice a full statement of 
the payments made to tlie aforesaid 
officials with a view to instituting 
proceedings for the recovery of the 
amounts so paid to such officials, if 
the law provides for such action.

Station Within Arctic Cirda 


Murmansk, Russia, In Most North¬ 
erly Spot Reached By Railroad 

Polynarnyl Krug, which Is Russian 
for polar circle, is on latitude 66 de¬ 
grees, 82 minutes north, Just where 
the Arctic begins. That Is why It Is 
the name of a railroad station. This 
railroad had to cross the Arctic cir- 
clo somewhere, which gave tho defin¬ 
ite location for a station, now grown 
to a village of two log houses und a 
larger structure, also of logs, which 
holds the co-operative store and 
rooms upstairs for the manner's 
family. 

Ono place seems a a good as another 
for stations In the windswept waste 
of tundra and scrub pine. This is one 
where name and place wore predes¬ 
tinated. If not historical. It has geo¬ 
graphical fame - in fact, world dis¬ 
tinction. There cannot be more than 
one ether, possibly in Sweden, on tho 
Arctic circle with railroad service. 
Also each of lie ten inhabitants can 
tell Just where he lives in parlance of 
degrees and minutes. Probably few 
more than that in cities figured in 
millions can say as much.

Use Of Fingerprints System 
Saves Time and Money 

In real life New Scotland Yard is 
a Utile more astute than in detective 
stories, where the lawyer lays aside 
his brief and the doctor his stetho¬ 
scope to beat the Inspector at Ills own 
game. The authorities at the Yard, 
for instance, arc making fingerprints 
almost pay for themselves, something 
that the amateur detective can do 
only by writing a novel in competi¬ 
tion with the great Fletcher factory. 

Records of fingerprints were first 
made by Scotland Yard in July, 1901. 
In 1902 almost 7,00u searches and 
comparisons were made and more 
than 1.700 fingerprints identified. Last 
year more than 35,000 searches were 
made, and more than 37,000 finger¬ 
prints identified. A recent manual is¬ 
sued by Scotland Yard goes on to say:: 

“The number of recognitions ef¬ 
fected is not the only test by which 
the advantages of the system can be 
estimated. It has brought about a 
marked saving of time of police offi¬ 
cers. On a moderate computation the 
money value of the saving thus effect¬ 
ed covers the cost of the establish-1 
ment for working the method and all 
incidental expenses.” 

Scotland Yard now has on file 120,- 
000 fingerprint slips. The slips of 
men known to be dead ,and the slips 
of men believed lo be too old to com¬ 
mit further crimes, are being remov-! 
cd from the collection. The English 
police expect the collection to reach 
its greatest size for purposes of 1 
criminal identification within the next 
few years and thereafter to remain 
at about the same level. When that 
time comes it will mean that the fin¬ 
gerprint system has been completely! 
assimilated and is no longer a new- j 
comer or an apprenticed helper of the 
police 


Quaint Part Of Dominion Where 
Modern Commerce and An¬ 
cient Customs Unite 

On the banks of the Richelieu, ore 
of the largest of the tributaries of the 
St. Lawrence, is a busy modern town 
whose fast history and present com¬ 
merce Ihik C anada <uid the United 
Stales. This is the town of Sortl, 
which gives its name to a new map 
sheet of the National Topographic 
He tics issued by the Topographical 
Survey of the IVpartment of the la¬ 
te: .or on a scale of one mile to tbe 
Inch. 

Sorcl. now noted for Its shi .khuM- 
Ing yards* was for a long time the 
summer residence of the Governors 
of Canada Here too stood old Fort 
Richelieu, now commemorated by a 
cairn, tablet, and fence. Tills fort, 
first raised in 1642. was rebuilt ox I 
wood in 1663 by Captain Pierre de 
Hoi cl. a French engineer, under or- ; 
der& from the Marquis de Tracy.; 
Leading to it was the waterway from 
the English colonies on the Atlantic 
seaboard by way of the Richelieu i 
River, Lake Champlain and the llud-! 
son River. In those early days it was ! 
the favorite warpath of the Iroquois. 1 
Now it Is the highway for the export 
to Uie United States of hay grown 
on the low lying marshy islands of 
the St. Lawrence tn frout of Sore*, I 
and also of pulp wood. 

The Sorel map sheet is pleasing to 
the eye, and its features are sharply 
Urdined In various colors. The routes 
of the north and south shore Mon- 
treal-Quebcc highways shown on the ® 
map in red are cut out by secondary! 
thoroughfares blocked in yellow ! 
Many of these lead northwestward i 
into tho Lauren tides. These are the 
wcllknown paths of the pleasure- 
seeker, the hunter and the fisherman. 
Good local roads outlined in black 
cross the country in every direction.; 
Bordering them are the uniformly i 
ribiMXi-lika farms of Quebec. White¬ 
washed dwellings and outbuildings i 
which are also shown on the map i 
lend picturesqueness to an otherwise 
rather fiat landscape, occasionally re- 1 
lieved by patches of heavy woods and 
thinner wooded areas. 

The town of Berthier across the St. 
Lawrence from Sorcl is part of au 
old seigneury granted to the Slcur 
Rand in on the 29 th of October, 1672, 
and from him acquit ed by Alexandre 
Berthicr, an officer of the Corignan 
regiment. A relic of seigncurlul times 
ourvires in the Commune de Berthicr 
on Isle au Castor where the people, 
still claim pasture privileges for their 
stock.

It is the season in which 
natural industries are to a consider¬ 
able extent suspended, and people ac¬ 
cordingly have time on their hands. 
Those who also have pecuniary means 
are able to enjoy the works of the 
great writers and the great couq>os- 
ers, and the performances of tho best 
actors, and can meet together in 
charming social intercourse. Mr. 
Phillips found Western Canada to be 
a country of op^u-hearted, hospitable 
people, among whom culture has 
reached a high level and is spreading 
more and more, lie will be able to tell 
his fellow-countrymen that our prai¬ 
rie country is no wild and wooly west, 
but is the scat of a line people.

Four Western Uannclu Universities 
Have Assets Valued At $15,592,873 

The total assets of Canada's 23 
universities are placed at $87,197,603. 
Nearly one-third of this total is held 
by McGill University, Montreal, 
founded In 1821. McGill's assets are 
given as $28,124,538 of which $18,- 
749,968 aro in Investments and $9,- 
383,570 in lands, buildings and equip¬ 
ment. 

The four universities in Western 
Canada have total assets valued at 
$15,592,875. 

While about 38 per rent, of the 
42,546 students attending tho 23 
Canadian universities are women, 
only about nine per cent, or 392 of 
the 4,263 professors on the teaching 
staffs are of the fair sex. 


The older

Exchange Of Facilities Is Under C'on- 
hWlcruOon In Alhrrtn 

Ways and means for working out 
an exchange of facilities between the 
Alberta Government telephone sys¬ 
tem ami the telegraph companies are 
at present under consideration and a 
conference in connnection with the 
matter was held recently between W. 
D. Robb, vice-president of the Cana¬ 
dian National Railways, and R. B. 
Baxter, deputy minister of tele¬ 
phones. Mr. Robb is referring tho 
question to the head office of tho 
C.N.R. telegraphs and it Is likely 
that a working agreement will result.

Title For Policy Of Record Of Per¬ 
formance Poultry Is To He 
Protected 

The Department of Agriculture 
announces that tho term "U.O.P.", tho 
popular title for the policy of the 
Record of Performance for Poultry, 
has been copyrighted by tho Domin¬ 
ion Live Stock Branch, from which 
office the policy Is administered. The 
purpose of copyrighting Is to prevent 
tho fraudulent use of the term in ad¬ 
vertising. The widespread popularity 
and demand for Record of Perform¬ 
ance poultry have made the move 
necessary for the protection of farm¬ 
ers and poult rymen desiring to se¬ 
cure H.O.P. stock. 

Many commercial hatcheries nro 
using H.O.P. males to head the flocks 
from which they secure eggs, and 
while the Department is encouraging 
this practice, It also Intend* to in¬ 
sure that genuino H.O.P. stock is so 
used and advertised. 

Definitions are at present being 
drafted defining the various classes 
of H.O.P. stock—females, males, 
chicks, pens, etc. Those will be made 
public when adopted, and will be tho 
official definitions under the discre¬ 
tionary power granted the Dominion 
Live Stock Branch through the copy¬ 
right.

man, who has been using ultra vio¬ 
let rays in his henhouses for months. 
TTnliko the Floaters professor, how¬ 
ever, Mr. Trafton lias not yet at¬ 
tempted to control the sex of off¬ 
spring for hatching.

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AGutor# Used To C heck Spread Of 
Must In Western Canada 

Shooting microbes from an aero¬ 
plane is the latest venture among 
aviators in the Royal Canadian Air 
Force. It has some of the fascination 
of a fast game, in addition to being 
an important undertaking for Cana¬ 
dian agriculture. 

For the past few years the Cana¬ 
dian Federal Department of Agricul¬ 
ture has been trying to combat wheat 
rust, which makes its appearance in 
the great wheat fields of Western 
Canada, by working from the ground. 

Tlie Department has now enlisted the 
aid of the Royal Canadian Air Force. 

The airmen, including a technical ex¬ 
pert in agricultural bacteriology, are 
provided with sensitized plates which 
are exposed to the air. The spores of 
wheat rust, floating at high altitudes, 
are caught on the plate and analysed. 

The spores have been detected at a 
height of 5,000 feet, and the fliers 
have nin into clouds of these invisible 
organisms which have registered as 
many a* 0,000 to the centimeter. 

The spores float at an altitude nnd 
when there is a rainstorm they ore 
precipitated and thus the rust ap¬ 
pears in widely separated areas and 
without any visible means of contact. 

The use of sensitized plates and the 
airplane has revealed how rust has 
spread In the past, and provides a 
means of checking one of the men¬ 
aces to the wheat crop of Western

Many Airmen Preparing To Try 
Atlantic Trip Thl% Bummer 

Almost every nation of Europe 
seems to have been bitten by (ha 
trans-Atlantic flying bug. Not only 
the larger nations like, Britain, 
France, Germany and Italy, hut the 
smaller nations like Sweden and Hol¬ 
land as well arc entering on the great 
aerial sweeps takes. 

. Nor *re some of the airmen 
content with a single flight. A few', 
like Captain R. H. McIntosh, who at¬ 
tempted a flight last summer expect 
to fly over and back. McIntosh with 
a flying boat says he will make a dou¬ 
ble and triple crossing of both the 
North and South Atlantic. 

The planes range from modest two- 
seatesr like that of J. S. Charlton, of 
England, and his wife, Lady June 
Charlton, to the 335-passcngcr air¬ 
plane planned by Professor E. Rum- 
pier, of Germany. E. P. Young, an 
English pilot, Is building a plane cap¬ 
able of carrying 20 passengers. He 
has adopted the unique experiment of 
advertising for passengers, saying he 
will fly'July 1 from London to New 
York. 

The dirigibles in course of construc¬ 
tion are attracting possibly more at¬ 
tention than the heaeivr-than-air 
craft. The R-100, is rapidly nearing 
completion at Howden, Yorkshire, 
England. It wil lcarry 100 pasengcra, 
a crew of 40, ten tons of mail, and 
make (he journey from England to 
America in 48 hours. The flight will 
take place in the summer. In Eng¬ 
land moreover, a sister ship, the L>- 
101, Is proceeding more slowly. A 
semi-rigid airship, the BSB-1, alxnit 
one-fifth the size of the R-100 is 
planned by the British Airships, Ltd., 
for a trans-Atlantic flight. In Ger¬ 
many, a Zeppelin is being built, com¬ 
peting in point of constructional 
speed with the R-300.

Pilate Questions Jesus, verses 1-5. 
— It was about six o’clock In the 
morning when tlie chief priests and 
the elders and scribes, the whole coun¬ 
cil or Sanhedrin, after holding a 
meeting, declaring Jesus worthy of 
death and binding Him, hurried Him 
to the Praotorium where Pilate held 
his court. Pilate was obliged to 
come out to them, for the priest* 
would not pollute themselves by en¬ 
tering a Gentile court just before the 
Passover (John 38. 28. 29). They de¬ 
manded that Pilate confirm their sen¬ 
tence of death pronounced upon 
Jesus. Pilate demanded to know 
what charge they brought against 
Him. Three accusations they put for¬ 
ward; Pilate was concerned about one 
of them only. "Art Thous the King 
of the Jews?” Pilate questioned. 
The Sanhedrin made this accusation 
against Him because they needed a 
political charge, one hostile to Ro¬ 
man supremacy, in order to influence 
Pilate. Perhaps there was something 
of contempt and something of pity in 
Pilate’s voice as he looked at the 
wearied Prisoner and thought Him a 
pathetic picture of royalty. Pilate had 
the right to know' the truth, and 
Jesus answered "Yes,” as the literal 
translation of the Greek for "Thou 
sayest” means. (The Expositor's 
Greek Testament thinks one is hard¬ 
ly prepared for such a reply to an 
equivocal question, and says there Is 
a temptation to seek escape by taking 
the words interrogatively Dost Thou 
say so?- or evasively—You say so, 
I muke no statement). 

When the chief priests accused 
Jesus of many other things, he was 
silent. "Answerest Thou nothing?” 
said Pilate; "Behold how many things 
they accuse Thee of.” Still Jesus 
stood in regal silence, and Pilate mar¬ 
veled. Jesus knew that no words would 
Influence that mob in their frame of 
mind. "I read very little In the life 
of Jesus respecting His rights,” F. \V. 
Robertson writes, "but I hear a vast 
deal respecting His wrongs wrongs 
born with a majestic, God-like 
silence.”

Canada's New Status 

Now Receiving General Recognition 
In International Procedure 

The peculiar status of the British 
commonwealth has received interna¬ 
tional recognition says the London 
Sunduy Observer, in commenting up¬ 
on the action of Secretary of State 
Frank B. Kellogg, in sending an in¬ 
vitation to the British Dominions and 
to India to join the British govern¬ 
ment in participating in his conven¬ 
tion to outlaw war. 

The Observer expresses the opin¬ 
ion that it would be easy for the 
United States to make diflicultiea 
ovei extending to the Dominions an 
invitation which was originally limit¬ 
ed to the gieat powers, but it declar¬ 
ed that Britain’s clear and inevitable 
statement that she could not act 
alone, has been accepted and tlie In¬ 
vitation transmitted directly to the 
Dominions.
